Through the Realization of Learning 


Learning may be called the acquisition of 
knowledge and skills whereby a student pre- 
pares to meet the future. Liberty High School 
offered learning in a choice of three curricula— 
vocational, general, and academic. In the junior 
high, courses are prescribed; later the student 
with the help of the guidance counselor is al- 
lowed to add to his basic subjects certain elec- 
tives according to his interests. 

A full program of testing included aptitude 
and achievement tests which indicated abilities 
of the students. Freshmen and juniors took the 
state adopted STEP and SCAT. As a prerequi- 
site to college entrance, the Scholastic Aptitude 
Tests were administered. Students of exception- 
al ability took the National Merit Scholarship 
test, and those who scored high were later rec- 
ognized by the Foundation. 

To supplement textbooks and to increase un- 
derstanding on the part of the students, there 
were library reference works and books in ever- 
increasing numbers, films, tapes, recordings, 
maps, and bulletin boards. The foreign language 
lab provided the students a means of practicing 
and correcting pronunciation. Most departments 
at sometime during the year invited outside 
speakers from many vocations, who added in- 
formation to the topics under study. 

The honor roll which was published each six- 
weeks period in the local newspaper stimulated 
a desire for better grades. Students with a high 
B average were invited to join the honor so- 
cieties at LHS. The most sought-after honor 
was that achieved by the ten top students in the 
Senior Class selected from their scholastic 
achievements throughout high school. These 
students presented the speeches on the chosen 
graduation theme at commencement.

Those minds which 
can grasp its simplified principles term it easier 
for students to learn and for instructors to 
teach. This year at Liberty, continued emphasis 
has been placed upon the modern approach to 
math. 

Unified geometry was the news of the year. 
In order to provide better opportunities in the 
academic curriculum, plane and solid geometry 
were combined and taught as a one-year course. 
Solid geometry-trigonometry, and advanced al- 
gebra were made available to those seniors pre- 
paring for college. Mathematics 8, Mathematics 
9, and applied mathematics were courses offer- 
ed for students in the general curriculum. Ap- 
proximately eighty per cent of the student body 
took some course in mathematics.

An Understanding of Government 


Social Studies is essential in that it furnishes 
an insight into governmental workings and in- 
stills a pride in the national heritage. It offers 
an inspiration for the furthering of the knowl- 
edge and understanding of past and present 
civilizations. 

The eighth grade students learned the basic 
history of the United States from its roots in 
England to modern day. They kept a table con- 
taining replicas of historical items which added 
a realistic atmosphere to the classes. 

The world history classes traced the story of 
man’s attempt, from the Stone Age to the Space 
Age, to adjust himself to three environments: 
the physical, the social, and spiritual. Through 
the use of tapes, additional textbooks, and re- 
ports, the students studied the development of 
the aesthetic art, economic, intellectual, political, 
religious, and social aspects of each civilization. 

American history students concentrated on 
the beginning, development, and emergence of 
a great nation, with emphasis placed on the 
Constitutional development of America. Through 
this study, the student realized how and why 
America achieved its position in world affairs. 

Students who desired a better understanding 
of political affairs for civic and cultural rea- 
sons, gained this knowledge in government 
classes. They learned the significance of our 
governmental agencies in today’s society by 
studying their development and organizational 
structure. 

Through these courses the students received 
a background to assist them in better under- 
standing, comparing, and evaluating the future 
of mankind.

Experiments Develop Laboratory Techniques 


Scientific knowledge and its application is one of 
the deciding factors in the progress of the world. 
The Science Department endeavors to teach the 
students the theories and applications of pure and 
applied science. 

The eighth grade science classes learned the basic 
principles of science, and how they work. Through 
actual experiments, the general science students 
acquired an understanding of laboratory techniques. 
These procedures were further developed by the 
biology, chemistry, and physics classes in an effort 
to prove or disprove known facts in their natural 
surroundings. 

For the second consecutive year, a Visiting Sci- 
entist Program was held at Liberty. Edward Dewall, 
nuclear chemist for Babcock-Wilcox, Inc., in Lynch- 
burg, addressed two assemblies and visited all eight 
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science classrooms. 

The Virginia Academy of Science and the Na- 
tional Science Foundation arranged these programs 
for seventy high schools in Virginia. Liberty was 
one of only a few to get this program two years in 
a row. 

Many students exhibited projects in the Bedford 
County Science Fair and the Regional Science Fair 
held at Salem. Some presented papers to the Virginia 
Junior Academy of Science and entered the future 
Scientists of America contest. 

The science teachers encouraged participation in 
the Westinghouse Science Talent Search, Junior 
Science and Humanities Symposium, and the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Administration reg- 
ional science congresses.
